“I am about to show you that their 
conclusions were submitted to the peo- 
ple of the state and ehe constitution 
made was ratified by the people. 

*‘Now, then, the first point I wish to 
make is that the judgment of that great 
convention has been set aside by a 
committee, behind closed doors, ‘and 
without having given the country coun- 
ties of Georgia any right to be heard 
on this great change, indeed, with- 
out having given these counties. of 
Georgia or any of the people of Geor- 
gia any right to determine by their 
votes whether or not this great change 
should be made. It was a judgment 
without petition to base it on, with- 
out service of the petition, without 
discussion of the right, and that by 
judges who afterwards were asked to 
review the judgment which forfeited 
such great rights, who declared that 
they would not even have assembled 
to consider review and reversal of this 
judgment: of forfeiture ever odious in 
law. 

“Was the great convention or the lit- 
tle committee right? I assert the great 
convention was right, that the little 
committee was wrong. 

States’ Rights—County Rights. 


“The effect of states’ rights in the 
union is to preserve local self-govern- 
ment over internal affairs. The effect 
of county rights in a state are to pre- 
serve local self-government over far 
more internal affairs. The effect of 
states’ rights in the union is to allow 
the states to be rid somewhat of the 
evils of uniform laws falling on 
diversified interests. The same propo- 
sition applies to counties and the state. 

“Are we still states’ rights men? 
Why, therefore, are we not in Georgia 
unanimously county rights men? 

“But it may be said that the con- 
} vention of Georgia in 1906 created this 
rule, and not the committee. 

‘“‘We can wel! afford to set over against 
this judgment of a partiean state con- 
véntion assembled in uproarious tri- 
umph over defeated brethern, the calm, 
the judicial, the statesmanlike conven- 
tion of 1877. 

“The county units of Georgia are ab- 
solutely indispensable to the most valu- 
able rights of each and every Georgian. 
You just must have these units. At 
the county eeats are our records of our 
titles! There justice is convenitent'y 
administered. There the roads over 
which every farmer transports his crops 
are to be cared for. There must be de- 
termined what bridges shall cross our 
streams. There are the peopie’s homes. 
If it is true that etates’ rights affect 
our internal affairs, it is also true that 
our county rights effect our home af- 
fairs, our very hearts, and hearthstones. 

The County Unit. 


‘If these units are to exist they must 
have representation. There is no prac- 
tical plan except to give the smallest 
county one representative, then give a 
large number of small counties one rep- 
resentative each, a class of middle size 
counties two representatives each, and 
a class of larger counties more. It may 
be that from the great growth of our 
city counties, since that time of the 
convention of 1877, some additional rep- 
resentation should be given to them. To 
do this would be conservative progress; 
to follow the convention of i906, and 
much less the committee, would be a 
revolution, a revolution had without no- 
tice, revolution in a rush, inconsiderate 
and wrongful revolution. If our Sys- 
tems of representation are to be 
changed, let us do so in some consider- 
ate way. Let us begin with the legis- 
lative system, and then harmonize our 
party representation to our legislative 
representation so that the democratic 
machinery of the state may be in unison 
with the democratic laws of the state. 

“There are reasons why the powers 
of the county units should be preserved 
up to this date umanswered, and up to 
this date entirely ignored by able dis- 
putants who have come forth in the 
field, but have quickly fled. Let us see! 
The country counties are scattered, they 
cannot concentrate their forces upon 
any intentions which they might have, 
and which I have no idea they ever will 
have, against the cities or tor any sub- 
ject. The power of the country coun- 
ties is conserved by the fact that it !s 
split into so many units, and the power 
of the city counties can be quickly 
handled, quickly mobilized. Informa- 
tion flashes through them instantane- 
ously, but moves slowly through the sep- 
arate people of the country. There is 
absolutely nothing to be dreaded at any 
time, on any question, being quickly 
done, rashly done, by the country coun- 
ties. There is conservatism in their 
separated situations. 

“Again, the people of the cities can 
vate easily without any expense, as they 
or back to dinner, 
or on their way home to supper. The 
farmer must take his mule and ride 
his road, often for many miles, to his 
voting precinct. If the people of the 
state insist upon absolute mathematical 
equalities, impossible without subvert- 
then 
by all means they should tax enough 
money out of the people to make faclili- 
ties. equal. In other words, let it be as 
convenient for the countryman in Hab- 
ersham to cast his vote as it Is for the 
man in Atlanta to cast his. As 
long as this is not done, and the expense 
would be enormous to do it, so long the 
superior tnfluence of the one ig set off 


‘by the superior facilities of the other. 


“But again, the people of the country 


| couRrties are the producers. They create 


things upon which cities thrive, 
and I have never yet heard of a city 
that wanted to take away from these 
producers of their commerce any little 
extra influence that the country people 
may have in the making of the laws or 
in the making of nominations. 

Sprung by Politicians. 


“A great deal might be learned from 
asking who is it that has sprung this 
question in Georgia. 
of politicians. or has it been a lot ot 
people really affected by these things? 
Who has been complaining? I will ven- 
ture to say that there is no merchant 
in Atlanta that will say that he has 
been trying to shear the country coun- 
ties, 

“T will venture to say that there is 
no merchant in Gainesville (that wants 
a countryman's trade), who will tell 
him that he has been ‘trying to shear 
his power. 

“IT will venture to say that there is 
no industrial man in Georgia who has 
ever initiated. proposed, advocated, 
much less worked for this unheard-of 
innovation. 

“Upon this great subject let us watch 
the line-up and ask is there somebody 
whose power was to be increased by 
this new rule, was there somebody who 
wanted (at a time when not, expecting 
any opposition) that only his friends 
and supporters should come to the con- 
vention? 

“To answer this question let us 
analyze this amazing rule of the com- 
mittee. 

“It is as follows: 

Recognizing the successful candidate for 
governor at said primary as being the offi- 
cial exponent of the party policies for the 
term of two years, the delegates to the con- 
vention shall be selected by the county ex- 
ecutive committees from the friends and 
supporters of the nolicites advocated by such 
successful candidate for governor.

Protest Unanimously Adopted. 


Following the address of Mr. Cox,

Not a single man 
arose when the contrary of the propo- 
éition was put, and Chairman Keith de- 
clared the resolutions unanimously 
passed. 


Calls for Simmons. 


Following the passage ‘of the resolu- 
tions there were calls for Simmons, of 
Gwinnett, to which Mr. Simmons re- 
aponded briefly. 

Mr. Simmons said he had only time 
to eay a few words and he would speak 
with reference to existing conditions. 

“It has been asked,” the said. “if Hoke 
Smith created the panic. No, he did 
not, for that is a feat which no one 
man could accomplish. But it can be 
established by incontrovertible facts that 
he contributed more to it than any other 
man in this section.”’ 

Mr. Simmons declared much of the 
trouble was due to Governor Smith's 
“wild and senseless agitation against 
corporate investments,” and referred to 
the governor’s opening speech of his 
first campaign at Madison. when he pro- 
posed that foreign capital and foreign 
persons should not be permitted to oper- 
ate railroads in Georgia, but that they 
should be compelled to sell them out to 
Georgia corporations. Mr. Simmons de- 
clared that that would be confiscation, 
pure and simple. 
| Mr. Simmons stated that the governor 
di t stop at agitation, but secured 
poi <a Bi chiefly in connection 
with the rallroad commission, and then 
fired the best man on that board. 

“Who is the railroad commission to- 
day?” he asked, and answered, “it is 
Hoke Smith.”’ 

Mr. Simmons was roundly cheered and 
applauded at the conclusion of his ad- 
which wag followed by the ade- 
journment of the convention.

In taking issue with Rev. Dr. W. W. Landrum, of Atlanta, in his outspoken 
opposition to the new primary plan which disfranchises the country counties 
and practically places the control of the state in the hands of the big city 


counties, The Savannah Press says: 


Dr. Landrum faltls to state that the legislature is still elected by the coun- 
ties and that no change in the plan of election of the general assembly has 
been made. The prohibition law could not be amended or repealed except 
through an election by the general assembly. The mere election of state house 
officers could not of itself bring about any change. 


Can it be that The Press fails to see in this new primary plan the first 
undoubted step towards similar revolution in legislative representation? 

For more than a century convention representation in Georgia has been 
based upon that constitutional provision which recognizes the county unit 
in the general assembly. 

When the destruction of the county unit in state affairs is begun, as in 
the case of this new primary rule, it is, as we have pointed out, a direct 
attack upon this recognized constitutional principle; and it is but one step 
further to a revision of the system of legislative representation to make it 
accord with population. 

It 1s just as much in accord with equity and fustice that the city counties 
should have from twenty to forty times as many representatives in the gen- 
eral assembly as have the smaller counties of the state, as it is that they 
should have that disproportionate representation in making statehouse nom- 
inations.

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THE PRESS AND THE PEOPLE. 


A most incisive and accurate analysis of the causes back of the tre- 
mendous influence of the American press of today is that supplied as follows, 
by a correspondent of The Providence (R. I.) Journal: 

Let us not deplore the passing of the personal in American journalism if 
newspaper men merely cloak their names behind a mask that gives them 
greater power, In spite of all its freaky and yellow examples, the American 
press of today is of greater influence than ever, because there are more good 
papers than there used to be, more able editors than there used to be, and 
more general adherence to the public welfare, upon which confidence in a 
newspaper must always be based.

As an obeerver only. these questions are 
suggested by what we hear men say and bv 
what we read in the papers. Twenty-five 
years ago at the Baptist convention tn Athens. 
Ga., Dr. G. A. Nunnally took position. in 
the face of great opposition, favoring legisla- 
tion by the astate against the manufacture 
and sale of whisky. For twenty-five years 
he agitated the question. He never changed 
front under any circumstances. Dr. John G. 
Gibson was, in al! his tong and useful life, 
a stalwart advocate of temperance legisia- 
tion. Then there was Sam P. Jones. Geor- 
gians know how he fought liquor. There are 
many others. 

Now as far as the record goes Mr. Joseph 
M. Brown classes with these above mentioned 
men in his views, sentiments and convictions 
on the liquor question. He has been for 
years an unwavering anti-whisky man. Mr. 
Brown, with others, all working together, 
brought the cause of temperance in Georgia 
to its present success. 

What has Mr. Smith done? What did he 
ever do for prohibition as long as there was 
ground on which to stand or a weapon with 
which to strike? He will not say. We point 
to the record only. 

Prohibitionists as such hold success 
hand. Who, in the day of rewards, is to 
remembered, the man who has contribut 
what he could to the success of the cause Jor 
the man who has opposed the cause? /We 
make no answer—the reader can do t 
his own notion. 

it may be said that Mr. Smith has seen the 
error of his way--has repented and is doing 
the right thing now. Very well. Now the 
next yuestion: “lis repentance better than 
innocence?’’ We will not answer. Let the 
reader think and answer for himself. 

According to the views of some present day 
prohibitionists it would seem that if I had 
been selling whisky for the last forty years 
and had quit, only when, and only because 
prohibition had became the law, that I would 
stand a fair chance to be governor if @ can- 
didate. In such case I would be a whole 
penitent. Mr. Smith never owned but one- 
third of a bar, and is only one-third pemi- 
tent. If penitence is better than innocence, 
then bring in a full-grown saloonist and 
champion him as a penitent candidate for 
governor and elect him over the innocent 
candidate. Maybe that is the way to reward 
virtue and build up a cause. 

Now the third question: ‘‘Can righteous- 
ness be put on trial by way of experiment?’’ 
I am constantly hearing and occasionally 
seeing in the papers the doctrine that the 
prohibition law should nave a fair trial. ‘I 
am willing and determined, so far as I can 
secure it, that prohibitton shall have a fair 
trial.’” Indeed! This writer can never vote 
for a man who is willing to put prohibition 
on trial. Prohibition ‘!s a virtque. It has al- 
ways been so. It will continue to he so. 
Prohibition ts right, divinely right. no mat- 
ter what laws you pass or do not pass about 
it, you cannot put it on trial. 

Can you put chastity on trial? Suppose we 
make a law requiring chastity and then say 
we will give it a trial. after awhile we will 
say, ““‘Well, it is a failure: we will abandon 
it and every man can practice adultery.’ 
How will that do for logic? The sanction of 
Holy Writ is behind prohibition and you 
can’t put it on trial and determine from 
results whether it is right or wrong. When 
a thing is right it is right. and when you 
have made laws about it it wil! still be right, 
no matter what the law is. We are bound 
to stand for the right and to promote It. 
Results can and must take care of them- 
selves. 

In writing the foregoing I am not trying 
to discuss all issues pending in the race for 
governor in Georgia ar this time I am @ 
prohibitionist and what I've? w@tten tea 
presented as matter for consideration of pro- 
hibittionists. 

I have written in view of the recent meet- 
ing of the Anti!i-Saloon League.

LAW TO PROTECT 
LITTLE CHILDREN 


House Passes Child Labor Law 
for the District, 


PROVISIONS ARE STRINGENT 


Democratic Leader Williams Tells 
thé Committee That It Framed 
a Model Child Labor Bill. 
Substitute for Sen- 
ate Measure. 


Washington, D. C., May 9.—The house 
today, under suspension of the fules, 
unanimously passed a child labor law 
for the District of Columbia, after brief 
debate. Mr. Williams, of Mississippi, 
the minority kader, congratulated the 
committee on having brought in a 
model child labor bill, and said he 
would reward them by not insisting on 
a roll cail. 

Mr. Olcott. of New York, in charge x. 
the bill, whdch was practically a sub 
stitute for the measure recently passed 
by the senate, explained fts provisions, 
the main features of which are: 

“No child under I4,to work in fac- 
tory of store, or anywhere else during 
public school hours, or before 8 o'clock, 
a. m., or after 7 o'clock, p. m. 

Between (4’and |I6, children em- 
ployed in any factory or shop must pro- 
cure schooling certificates. 

“No child under |16 to work more 
tham eight hours a day, or forty-eight 
hours a week. 

“No boy under 10, or girl under 16 
to sell newspapers or other merchan- 
dise, or engage in bootWacking on the 
streets; and all boys under |6 are re- 
quired to obtain a permit and badge to 
pursue these occupations.’’ S 

Replying to Mr. Wiliams, Mr. Payne, 
leader of the majority, declared that 
early in the session he had received 
the promise of the committee on the 
District of Columbia to bring in a bill 
of thls character. It did not make any 
difference, ne said, whether the roll was 
called or not, because the majority 
would enact legisiation tn its own way 
and time. 

An admission by Mr. Williams, that 
Mississippi did not have a satisfactory 
child labor law, caused Mr. Kahn, of 
California, to criticize him in that re- 
spect. Mr. Williams gave as one of 
the reasons for this condition that Mis- 
sissippi had no mines or factories. He 
added, however, that he had been work- 
ing to secure a model child labor law 
for hids state 

The republicans declined to accept 
Mr. Williams’ proffer of no roll call, 
and, on demand of Mr. Olcott, the yeas 
and nays were ordered.

Still further evidence 
that the body was that of Mrs. Gunness 
was found in the fact that the remains 
of a finger ring. which she is known 
to have worn, were found in the ashes 
several days later. The buckle of a 
money belt, such as the woman is 
known to have used, was also picked up, 
and later still a key. which corre- 
sponds to the lock on her safety deposit 
box, was discovered tn the basement. 
One more refutation of the theory 
that the head of the worhan had been 
cut off before the body was burned was 
found in the fact that the upper end of 
the spine projected two Inches or more 
above the charred flesh of the shoulders.

| UNIQUE DISTINCTION 
OF COLUMBUS SCHOOL 


Only Municipal School in the United 
States Equipped With Automatic 
Sprinklers and Extinguishers. 


(From The Columbus Enquirer-8un.) 


Justly so, the public school system is the 
pride of the United States. Popular educa- 
tion, fashioned after the American method, is 
a guarantee of civfe liberty and the fittest 
preservative of republican Institutions. So 
that anything which touches the public school 
system finds the American public vitally in- 
terested. 

Today the public is agitated on the subject 
of the safety of the lives of the school chil- 
dren in the school houses of America, and 


well it may be. In three months fifty-elght 
fires ig the startling record in educational in- 
stitutions in the United States and Canada. 
In other words, beginning January 1 and 
ending April 1, in. public school buildings, 
dormitories and educational institutions, 
there has been the fearful number of fifty- 
eight actual fires. 

Some months ago the insurance papers pub- 
lished special reports showing that the ques- 


‘ tion of the safety of lives of students in 322 


colleges and universities in this country had 
scarcely been considered. There have been 
some fearful reminders that students going to 
bed at night have no assurance of protection 
from the perils of fire. The dormitory at 
Cornell was one of these, and recently the 
terrible Collinwood catastrophe emphasized 
the fact as relates to public schools. 

The school houses in hundreds of cities in 
the United States. having been thoroughly 
investigated, are shown to be in conditions 
of the very greatest danger. The pressing 
need is to make these buildings safe for 
school children. 

In the futuré, doubtless, that protection 
against fire which comes through the use of 
fire-proof material in the construction there- 
of. will be resorted to in all cities able to 
build such houses. But the proper protection 
for school buildings is automatic sprinklers. 
In fact, the law of this land should say 
that every building of a semi-public nature, 
where the lives of the people, especially chil- 
dren, are at stake, should be protected by an 
automatic sprinkler system. 

The intention of such a system 
cover fire, to give the alarm and then ex- 
tinguish the fire itself. The great value of 
such a system is the economy of time in dis- 
covering fre, the promptness of giving an 
alarm. and then the fact that it throws 
water directly on the fire and extinguishes it. 
No human agency can do this, and an au- 
tomatic sprinkler does accomplish it. 

Probably there is no subject, where hun- 
dreds of millions of property are at stake and 
hundreds of thousands of lives are being 
daily endangered, about which the general 
American public understands so little. 

It is pleasant, therefore, to state that the 
secondary industrial school building in Co- 
lumbus, owned by the city of Columbus and 
operated by the municipality as a part of its 
public school system, is probably the only

United States thoroughry and absolutely pro- 
tected by automatic sprinklers and chemical 
extinguishers.

This ia another one of the lessons which 
the Columbus puP#c school system is teach- 
ing America, and to which school almost 
weekly delegations come to examine fts many 
progressive and admirable features.—Colum- 
bus Enquirer-Sun.

Mr. Cooper's Statement. 


His statement, in full, is as follows: 


When the report of the bond committee of 
the chamber of commerce was submitted to 
the directors and to the city finanre commit- 
tee, several weeks agv, there were some 
business men who thought we had recommend- 
Cd too large an expenditure for the water- 
works department. The committee proposed 
the expenditure of $600,000 on the plant, and 
stated to the city finance committee that 
this was an ultra conservative estimate, say- 
ing at the same time that a private corpora- 
tion, if it owmed the property, would not 
hesitate to spend $1,000,000 or more upon 
it and would not lose a day in placing the 
order. 

At that time a good many influential men 
were urging that this recommendation be 
reduced to $250,000, and there were others 
who opposed any issue of bonds for water- 
works purposes. 

The committee was a little in advance of 
public sentiment, but was confident that 
when the people were fully informed on the 
subject they would not hesitate to vote 
$500,000 of bonds for this purpose. 

The terrible fire of yesterday has aroused 
the public to the gravity of the situation 
and gives emphasis to the following para- 
graph, which I quote from the report of the 
committee: 

“In spite of all.the pipe-laying that has 
been done, the mains on some of the prin- 
cipal streets are far too small for safety. In 
some cases it is only 6-inch pipe. In case of 
a bad fire on some of our business streets a 
conflagration could hardly be averted. To 
let these streets with millions of property 
and thousands of lives at risk go unprotected 
is a form of negligence that could hardly be 
considered as other than criminal.’’ 


Replies to Woodward. 


puslished this morning 
by Park Woodward, superintendent of the 
waterworks, andalso in the interview which 
he gave out some days ago, he said the cham- 
ber of commerce committee had ignored his 
recommendation of the 36-inch water main. 
This is not true. 

He also states that we recommended §167,- 
000 for lateral mains. This is an incorrect 
statement. We recommended $167,000 for 
water mains. 

On the subject of 36-inch mains our report 
contains this paragraph: 

‘The superintendent of the waterworks 
recommends the expenditure of $302,000 for 
large mains from 10 to 36 inches in diam- 
eter. Of this amount, $180,000 is for 4 miles 
of 86-inch main from the pumping station out 
Fourteenth street to Piedmont park, and 
thence to Gilmer street, at the Boys’ High 
school. It has been suggested that a part of 
this expenge may be avoided by a more di- 
rect route. This and other details of the 
distribution are matters for experts. The 
supply now comes to the city in two 80-Inch 
mains, each delivering 15,000,000 to 20,000,000 
galions a day.’’ 

In the latter part of our report the follow- 
ing paragraph occurs: 

“We recommend now expenditures aggre- 
gating $1,500,000 upon the information avalil- 
able. It may be that a careful survey of the 
situation by competent experts will change 
somewhat the proportions to be spent for the 
several items.’’ 

The great calamity which has flen so 
heavily upon some of the very best and most 
progressive citizens of Atlanta ought to make 
an end of false conservatism on this sub- 
ject. For one, I think the city can afford 
to spend on the waterworks plant as much 
as any private corporation would spend, ana 
I do not think any man who has investigated 
the situation would doubt that a private 
corporation would issue more than a half 
million dollars of bonds for this purpose. 

While this subject is up, I wish to call at- 
tention to the fact that the committee recom- 
mended an issue of $500,000 to rebuild wooden 
school houses. This sum is also ultra-con- 
servative for the actual needs of the city, 
and I sincerely trust we shall not have to 
wait the effect of another terrible fire in 
order to realize the necessity of dealing with 
this subject in a manner worthy of grown 
men.

TOMLINSON ISSUES REPLY.

Apparent- 
Iv the one thing that rankles in the 
breasts of the English athletic rulers fs 
the fact that in nearly every previous 
meet between the two countries the 
‘American has been too much for the 
Briton, and no country likes to be 
habitually beaten. Heretofore the En- 
glish have made all manner of excuse@s 
for the string of American triumphs, 
and this year they hope to get even 
with a vengeance. In spite of the fact 
that the United States has won all four 
previous Olympic meets, the Englisna 
feel that this time they wil] turn the 
tables. 

The average American rooter has & 
very limited conception of the far- 
reaching plan England has on foot for 
the discomfiture of the United States. 
In order to furnish a real fight the 
English committee has organized int* 
one team the athletes of England, Ire- 
land, Scotland and Wales. In prev!i- 
Ous years England has been our only 
competitor. but this vear the four 
islands will be grouped into one team. 
For months the English committee has 
been working with its athletic material, 
and nothing will be left undone to pu* 
on this team every available point 
winner England possesses. 

Some American enthusiasts are in- 
clined to think that in view of previous 
meetings we should have no trouble in 
soundly beating the British. They argue 
that our straight run of victories in the 
Olympic meets of the past prove that 
we are invincible, but they should re- 
member that at Athens in !896 and 
1906, at Paris in 1900 and at St. Louls 
;in 1904, England did not have her full 
strength, not even half of it. This time 
|} the meet is held on English soil, the 
| Britons have the advantage of their 
}own climate and .we the very grea: 
disadvantage of having to become accli- 
mated, a handicap that no one fully 
|understands unless he has had to ex-

Be- 
sides Cartmell America has some 
first-class sprinters in Huff andMay, of 
Illinois; Butler and Stevens, of Yale, 
Dodge, of Harvard; Gamble, of Prince- 
ton; Parsons, of San Francisco, a 9 4-5 
man, and several of the club men. 

For the 400 meters dash America 
is, if anything. better fixed than for 
the sprints.

Nevertheless the reformatory is a _ disap- 
pointment to its friends, including the prison 
commissioners, and its immediate officials. 

For many years the commission, in its

Japan being an island kingdom, her success fail- 
ure in any foreign war will always hinge upon the con- 
trol of the sea. The invasion of Manchvyria, for instance. 
depends upon Japanese control of the sea. The issue of 
the war with Russia was not settled by the brilliant vic- 
tories of Liaoyang and Mukden, but by the naval battle 
of Tsushima. Japan realized full well that Russian con- 
trol of the sea would mean Russian victory. Russia for 
15 vears has been in a dual alliance with France, thé sec- 
ond naval power in the world. An absolute prerequisite 
for war with Russia, therefore, was the co-operation of 
@ strong naval power. Japanese diplomacy did not have 
to look for a field to find such a power. The first naval] 
power of the world was ready at hand and waiting ‘or 
an opportunity to back a third power against Russia, to 
check the advance of this rival empire, and weaken this 
hereditary enemy, particularly when their backing would 
not involve her own participation. The first Anglo-Jap- 
a@nese alliance was readily arranged, by the terms of 
which each of the contracting powers would come to the 
assistance of the other in case the other became engaged 
more than one power; in other words, if France 
joined Russia, Great Britain would join Japan. This al- 
liance eliminated France and secured the isolation of 
Russia. This completed Japan's diplomatic preparations.

It ts blandly sent out from Tokio and London that 
the alliance has Russia in view. When Russia was in 
her full strength, the British had never found it neces- 
sary to form an alliance to protect India. When the 
new Anglo-Japanese treaty was entered into, Russia lay 
prostrate upon the earth, her army and navy permeated 
by mutiny, her people rent by revolution. 

If there was but little occasion for Great Britain to 
form the alliance against Russia, there was even less for 
Japan. The first treaty had proved amply adequate for 
Russia, when Russia had a fleet at Port Arthur nearly as 
large as the Japanese navy and another fleet on the way 
larger than the Japanese navy With these fleets anni- 
hilated, except those vessels in ports that were net cap- 
tured by the Japanese, and with no prospect of a Russian 
fleet appearing tn the Far East for a generation, why 
Should Japan seek the co-operation of the Mistress of

The best terms we 
could hope to seoure in suing for peace would be to pay 
an indemnity that would stagger the !miugination and 
yield up to the British: Cuba, Porto Rico, the Panama 
Canal, the territory on the south side of the St. Lawrence 
and the Great Lakes, and the northwest to the latitude 
below Puget Sound, timluding the whole of Alaska. to the 
Japanese and their Asiatic allies: the whole of the Pa- 
cific slope, the Aleutian Islands, Hawali, Guam, the Phil- 
ippines and Samoa, leaving them free to move down into 
Lower California, Mexico, Central America and South 
America. Agnerica’s horizon would thus be reduced to 
that of an tniand nation, struggling for existence in the 
presence of surrounding foes, growing mure oOverpower- 
ing as the years pass. 

This picture wfll shock the imagination of Americans 
who have been listening to the mellow words of British 
diplomacy intended to be an opiate to our confiding peo- 
pie, absorbed in their activities of peace. 

I know that the ma@s of the British people have in 
affection for America, Dut it is not that part of the peo- 
ple that determine British foreign policy. It is but re- 
calling a fact that stands eut clear in our history. *o 
State that the British Government and governing glasses 
resent the marvelcus growth of the United States, and 
have sought and will seek again any opportunity to have 
this growth checked. 

Public opinion in England is @ strong factor in shap- 
ing British policies, and there would doubtiess be great 
revulsion of feeling among the people to find their country 
lined up on the side of Asiatics against Americens. It 
must be recelied that there waa strong revulsion «f fee!- 
ing in England against the drastic measures taken agains 
the American colonies, but this did not stop the measures, 
did not prevent the employment of mercenaries and of the 
red eavages, with scalping knife, fer women and children 
along with men. 

The only gauge we can go by at present is the press, 
and all during the difficulties in California, the British 
press was unanimously on the side of Japan. This sid- 
ing of a European nation with Asiatics against kindred 
nations of the white race is not ar isolated case. In all 
the great invasions of Europe, by the Saracens, the Huns, 
the Ottomans, the Tartars, indian unholy ailiances were 
formed. ; 

Only thirty years ago we find Great Britain securing 
the co-operation of France to side with the Turk against 
the Russian. Bands of religion have no more weight than 
bands of blood. The British hold continental natians to- 
gether to perpetuate the yoke of the Turks on the necks 
of Christians, and barbarous massacres in Crete, in 
Greece, in Armenia, ceunt for naught when It is assumed 
that political “iIntersstsa” and vantages secured over 
rival nations are involved. 

There is no doubt that with the development of the 
press, public opinion has grown stronger in England, as 
well ae in all lands, but at the same time, centralised 
governments, through contro! of the press, have gained an 
equal advantage in melding this public opinion in line 
with their policies, as public epinien is now being sealous- 
ly molded in Bmgiand te side with Japan 


The utmost that could be hoped ffem the revulsion of 
is dod wauld be to-seswaly na actual decisre- 


tion of war and save the British from the dangers that 
might arfse in Canada if Angle-Japanese plans should 
meet a check. In the meanwhile, the British fleets would 
be mobilized and the exposed states on the Atlantic and 
Gulf coasts would clamor for protection and prevent our 
fleet from being concentrated in the Pacific, thus insur- 
ing to Japan an eagy task In gaining contro! of the sea. 
It can be assumed that the British have guaranteed to the 
Japanése to keep the American fleet in the Atlantic when 
War approaches.- Scarcely have we mobilized our @eet of 
16 battle ships, preparatory to going around te the Pacific, 
when the British mobilize a fleet of 26 battle ships, ready 
for foreign service, giving it out that this overpowering 
fleet could be sent off on foreign service without exposing 
the British coasts, this notice being Intended for German 
ears as well as American. While holding itself in a posi- 
tion to protest with uplifted hands against the thought of 
such a thing, the Britieh are trying to produce, and are 
producing, uneasiness on tne Atlantic seaboard, where 
the papers ere now with one voice protesting against 
sending all the ships to the other ocean and leaving our 
great Atlantic cities unprotected 

While Great Britain is mobilizing her fleet in the, At- 
lantic, Japan. by a back handspring, is suddenly taking 
up honeyed words of friendship and is urging us to send 
the fleet to the Pacific, and not to forget to have it come 
over to Japan and give them an oppertunity to show their 
undying love and friendship for America ‘freat is the 
contrast with Marquis Ito’s spontaneous words when our 
President announced his intention of sending the fleet, 
words that were a challenge to the “Grandiose pronounce- 
ment of the American President.” 

While Great Britain pulls, Japan pushes, to cause our 
fieet, or part of it, to remain in the Atlantic. Of course, 
a division of the fleet would be fatal. We must keep it to- 
gether. As a compact mass of high efficiency, it would 
give good aceount of ftseif with a British fleet or a Jap- 
anese fleet either. Divided, it would make it useless. 

This Anglo-Japanese alliance is made to run till 
during the period of incompletion of the Penaina Canal, eo 
that the task of transfer from one ocean to the 
require going around the Forn, practicallv insuring 
munity to the ocean not occupied at the outbreak of war.

London, May 9.—A recent telegram, 
emanatine from the St. Petersburg of- 
fice of the omniscient Reuter, is causing 
a flutter of consternation in the fash- 
jonable drawing rooms of Mayfair. For 
the news ic no less than this—that the 
far-famed Russian sable, whose skin is 
so tremendously fashionable for the 
adornment of the feminine form divine, 
fs in imminent danger of extermination. 
The demand, it seems, is overtaking the 
suppiyv. and the Siberian sable-hunters 
are driven by thetr desire for gain to 
the extreme measure of slaughtering 
their poor victims in and out of season. 
sparing not even the females or thetr 
young. The price for sable sking have 
gone higher than ever before, and will 
zo higher still unless something be 
done. 

And so there is good reason why the 
wearers of the sable’s silvery fur should 
be moved to—what? Pity for their 
pockets which are to be called upon to 
bear this greater strain, or pity for 
the poor mother sables and motherless 
little ones? Pity—like charity—ie apt 
to begin at home, but let us hope that 
a little feeling of compassion may be 
epared for the poor victims of fashion’s 
stern decrees in far-away Siberia. The 
slaving of egrets during the hreeding 
season for the “osprey” trade, which for 
sheer wickedness, has always been con- 
sidered as without a parallel, ts hardly 
worse than this killing of mother sables 
while thev are suckling their 
young, for—putting it blunthy—that !s 
what it means. And what an fdiotic 
proceeding—supposing that for a mo- 
ment we shut our eves to maudlin sen- 
timent—to slav the goose that lays the 
golden egg! How foolish to destroy the 
only means of keeping up a profitable 
trade, and how stupid also to kill these 
animals in the spring and summer, when 
their fur Is so short and so shabby that 
its value is meduced by at least two- 
thirds. It is only the winter skins of 
fur-bearing animals that can be made 
into the best garments.
